He and his younger brother, Louis 
Turek, were crossing a car track at Allen 
and Mississippi avenues in the buggy at 
10:45 o'clock, when one of the wheels broke 
and the hérse, taking fright at the noise 
behind, became unmanageable and started 
to run east on Allen avente, 

The elder Turek, in attempting to turn 
the horse in a different direction to keep 
him from running to his stable at Sixth 
and Park avenue, was thre@wn out as the 
horse turned a corner, striking a treebox 
with his head, but Was net seriously in- 
jured.

RECORDS DESTROYED IN CANADA

Contention Arises Over Alleged Can- 
cellation of Insurance of Dr. Coulter 
by Men at Head of the Order.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—A motion of great 
interest to the Ihdependent Order of For- 
esters, which numbers 169,000, was argued 
before Judge Blanchard in an action 
brought by Dr. Chas. L. Coulter against 
the Foresters. 

Dr. Coulter alleges that he recently 
brought a suit for $100,000 against one 
Oronhyatekha and one McGillivray, on a 
busines contention between them; that 


these two men, who are respectively the 
supreme chief ranger and the supreme sec- 
retary of the Independent Order of For- 
esters, took advantage of their position 
in the order to cause Dr. Coulter to be 
dropped from membership and to cancel 
his life insurance policies without notice. 

It is asserted by Dr. Coulter that Wron- 
hyatekha and McGillivray have threatened 
his attorneys and witnesses with expulsion 
from the order, and he asks for an in- 
junction to restrain the order and its offi- 
cers from intimidating his witnesses or ar- 
bitrarily cancelling policies. 

He also alleges that the order {s managed 
by a clique of Canadians headed by Oron- 
hyatekha, a half-breed Indian, in an ar- 
bitrary and extravagant manner, and that

it has sunk over $700,000 tn a wild real es- 
tate speculation and loaned its funds to 
its officials on overvalued lands. 

He further alleges that the order has not 
only paid these officials extravagant sal- 
aries, but also made them munificent gifts 
of money out of its funds, that-its officials 
have destroyed its records to conceal their 
illegal acts and that through these acts 
and mismanagement the order has become 

ractically insolvent, there being outstand- 
ng and unpaid death and disability claims 
against it amounting to over $300,000. 

Affidavits from various Canadian mem- 
bers of the executive council were read 
denying all the allegations in the plaintiff's 
affidavits.

CONTROLLING STREET RAILWAYS. 


The bill framed by the Chicago Street Railway Commis- 
sion for the municipal control and regulation of street rail- 
roads will reach the Illinois Legislature in January and will 
be pressed fcr passage. 

The essential provisions of the bill outlined in the Post- 
Dispatch of Wednesday are radical] and far-reaching. Unlike 
most measures of the kind, the public interest is the chief 
care of the act, the private interest of franchise seeking. cor- 
porations being postponed to that. 

The most noticeable feature is the power granted the city 
to acquire the ownership of the lines with or without compen- 
sation at the expiration of the franchise. 

Meanwhile, however, the granting of franchises is to be sur- 
rounded with so many guarantees that it will be difficult for 
any private company to get the better of the public. 

This enterprise is of the right sort, since it moves in the 
right direction. The people of St. Louis would do well to 
watch the development of the Chicago movement.
